New York, November 7.—Returns 
were insufficient at 11 o’clock tonight 
to indicate what would be the complex- 
ion of congress. At that hour, how- 
ever, the republicans had gained two 
senators, one in New York and one in 
Maine, elected last September, and the 
indications were that they would gain 
at least three more, two in Indiana and 
one in New Jersey. To gain contro! of 
the senate the republicans must win 
nine seats besides. holding their own. 

Although republican party leaders 
predict tonight that the democratic ma- 
jority of 23 in the present house would 
be wiped out, the early returns showed 
a net gain of one for the republicans, 
through the defeat of McGillicuddy in 
Maine last September. They gained two 
in New York, but this was offset by a 
femocratic gain vf one in North Caroli- 
na and one in Pennsylvania. 

Democratic party leaders insisted at 
ea late hour that control of the house 
had not been lost and that the senate 
would remain democratic. Republican 
leaders claimed the house and were 
hopeful of the senate. 

In the house the republicans gained 
one in the sixth Maryland and another 
in the eighteenth New # £=York.: This 
brought the net gain of the republicans 
to three.

Hughes and his family received the 
election returns here tonight at an up- 
town hotel. 

When the early returns began to 
come in Mr. Hughes was asleep. The 
first paper handed to him told of an 
announcement by a New York news5- 
paper that he had carried New York 
by 150,000 plurality. Mr. Hughes smiled. 

Returns soon came in faster, and 
dinner was neglected for a time to 
read them. A huge electric sign sev- 
eral blocks away, which flashed the 
returns from New York, divided the 
family’s attention with the telegraphic 
reports. They lingered at dinner until 
late and the group in the corridor op- 


posite the telegraph room heard fre- 
quent outbursts of laughter. 

At 9 o’clock Mrs. Hughes congratu- 
lated her husband on his election. Mr. 
Hughes’ daughters also congratulated 
him. 

Mr. Hughes gave out no statement. 

A crowd of thousands with brass 
bands gathered in the hotel where Mr.

ILLINOIS. SWEPT 
BY REPUBLICANS 


Plurality of More Than 
100,000 Indicated for 
Hughes—Lowden Defeats 
Governor Dunne for Re- 
Election. | 


Chicago, November 7.—Returns to- 
night indicated a republican victory in 
Illinois by a plurality estimated by re- 
publicans at more than 100,000 for 
Hughes and slightly smaller pluralities 


for the republican state ticket, headed 
by Frank O. Lowden for governor. 

Estimates based on returns indicated 
a plurality for Hughes in the state 
outside of Chicago of more than 100,- 
000, while Hughes was leading slightly 
on incomplete Chicago returns. The 
race in Chicago, however, was close. 

Lowden was opposed by Governor Ed- 
ward F. Dunne, democrat. 

Governor Dunne tonight conceded his 
defeat in a telegram of congratulation 
to Colonel Lowden, former member of 
congress. 

Women who voted for the first time 
in Iilinois on the. presidential issue, 
maintained about the same ratio of 
preference as the men. 

In 1912 Wilson carried Illinois by a 
vote of 405,048 to 386,478 for Roose- 
velt and 253,593 for Taft. Roosevelt in 
that year carried Chicago by a plural- 
ity of approximately 35,000 over Wil- 
son. 

James R. Mann, minority leader of 
the house of representatives at Wash- 
ington, on whom a vigorous fight was 
made by the drys of the second IIli- 
nois congressional district, was elected 


on returns from 200 out of 320 pre- 
cincts by an indicated plurality of 


10,000. 

When less than a fourth of the vot- 
ing precincts in Iillinois had reported, 
a total vote of approximately 450,000 
had been counted. Election officials 
estimated the state’s total vote would 
be at least 1,700,000, as compared with 
1,146,173 in 1912. 

This increase, due to the votes of 
women, fairly swamped many voting 
places in Chicago. 

Federal officials, however, made sev- 
eral arrests in connection with what 
they termed their campaign against im- 
portation of “floaters’’ from other 


states. 

The Chicago Hersld, which has sup- 
ported President Wilson, in its first 
edition admits that the president is

President Wilson Goes to 
Bed in Optimistic Mood. 
Depends on Far Western 
States. 


Long Branch, N. J., November 7.—In 
the fuce of returns up to 10 o’clock in- 
dicating the election of Charles E. 
Hughes, President Wilson and his offi- 
cial family here late tonight insisted 
that news from western states would 
be awaited before any concessions 
were made. The president, surrounded 
by members of his immediate family. 
received the returns in his study at 
Shadow Lawn. He heard only the more 
impurtant bulletins by telephone from 
Secretary Tumulty. who, with white 
house attaches, received the detailed 
reports by telerraph at the executive 
offices in Asbury Park. 

As continued discouraging news came 
to the executive office disappointment 
was generally expressed, but the presi- 
dent himself remained cheerful. He 
filled in the time between receiving 
returns by talking with Mrs. Wilson, 
Miss Margaret Wilson and other rela- 
tives. Mr. Wilson displayed keen in- 
terest in the returns indicating the po- 
litical complexion of the next house 
and senate. Discouraging as well as 
hopeful news was sent to him by Secre- 
tary Tumulty. No effort was made to 
conceal the fact that the outlook was 
not bright. Returns from western 
etates, however, were eagerly awaited. 

As late reports came to the execu- 
tive offices by telephone and telegraph 
and from local democratic leaders in 
various states, the hopes of the presi- 
dent and those about him began to rise.: 
Stronger claims were made that on the 
final count Mr. Wilson would win. 

Apparently the president was the 
most cheerful person here. Those who 
talked with him said he showed no im- 
patience. 

It was declared that the outcome of 
the election will make no immediate 
change in the president’s plans. He will 
go ahead planning for legislation he de- 
sires at the December session of con- 
gress. He will remain here until 
Thursday night, when he goes to Wil- 
liamstown, Mass., to attend the chris- 
tening of the child of his daughter, Mrs. 
Francis B. Sayre. He expects to re- 
turn to Washington Sunday night. 

President Wilson went to bed at 12:30 
o’clock, with his campaign managers 
claiming his election. He left word; 
however, that if really definite returns 
were received he stould be awakened. 


Waste Collection by Motor

Waste collection by wards or small 
districts with motor trucks, at least 
experimentally, is the recent recom- 
mendation of the finance committee of 
the Chicago city counil.

customary to issue special notices to |, 
stockholders about reorganizations or 
changes in corporate affiliations, and 
certain progressive companies issue 
monthly or quarterly financial state- 
ments, but special reports could be 
used more extensively to explain to 
stockholders unusual expenditures, un- 
expected operating condi‘ions, the set- 
tlement of long pending questions and 
changes in company policy. One of the 
best methods of establishing good pub- 
lic financial history, in the securing 
of which special reports to stockhold- 
ers constitute a material and most im- 
portant help.

being flooded at the close of the war by

kuropean manufactures. It is not easy for 
the average American to work himself up to 
a state of apprehension over the outcoma2 
of an immediate commercial war between 
the peaceful, busy, industrious United States 
and ‘ any nation, or fourteen nations, on 
crutches.

to be required to shut Kuropean goods ahd 


manufactures from our shores; that for 


many years to come following the close ot 
the war, the nations of Europe, with their 
millions of homeless, crippled, impoverished 
people, their monumental national debts, 
ruined industries and all, will have all they 
possibly can do to feed and clothe and reha- 
bilitate themselves. So why worry, here in 
America? 

Just at this time what should more rea- 
sonably concern industrial America is an 
outlet for our surplus manufactures after 
the war shall have ended, and Europe shall 
have begun again to feed and clothe herself. 
And that thought calls to mind a joint reso- 
lution introduced in congress last month by 
Senator Smith, of Georgia, intended as an 
initial step toward establishing direct 
trade with China. 

This resolution, which will be passed at 
the December session of congress, provides 
for the appointment of a congressional com- 
mission to visit China to study its commer- 
cial and industrial conditions and the oppor- 
tunities for establishing direct trade rela- 
tions between that country and this. 

Considerable light was shed upon this 
subject recently by David S. Rose, general 
consul of the China-America Products 
exchange, upon his return from a thorough 
and comprehensive study of the matter at 
first hand. For instance, Mr. Rose, after 
extolling the traits, the thrift, the honor and 
sagacity of the Chinese people, and dwelling 
at length upon the fact that they are for- 
ward-looking in the conversion of their gov- 
ernment from an empire into a republic— 
which latter form government, he pre- 
dicts, will endure and prove more successful 
each vyvear—cites that China has an esti- 
mated population of 442,000,000—true, with 
per capita resources small, but with per 
capita Habilities proportionately so. Of her 
foreigntrade, he says, the United States has 
but 12 per cent, while England enjoys 58 
per cent. Then he cites these, to most 
Americans, amazing facts: 

“There is not a tannery for 
ning of hides worthy of the name in 
China, while China exports $10,000,000 
worth of hides every year, and Chinese 
hides are tanned in the tanneries of this 
country every day. 

“There is not woolen mill in China, 
and yet China exports enough wool to 
supply scores of woolen mills of no mean 
pretensions. 

“There are no flat glass works in Chi- 


na, but all has to be imported. 
“There is only one structural 
works in China, and that 
one-tenth of the demand 
“There iS not a surety company in Chi- 
na, and be it said to the shame of Amer- 
ican enterprise, there i. not an American 
bank in China that reflects credit 
this country. Of all kinds, there 
one banking system. 
“The opportunities for industrial de- 
velopment are as numerous in China to- 

day as they were in this country 100 

vears ago. This would appear to be an 

exaggerated statement, but it is a fact 
just the same. 

“Today we sell our cotton in Liverpool 
delivery in China and buy Chinese 
in Manchester, England, for deliy-- 
in the United States. 

‘The marvelous thing is that the Chi- 
nese will gladly welcome uS and our 
commerce. They sent an honorary trade 
commission here to invite us to take our 
commerce there. The bulletins published 
by our department of commerce point 
out opportunities in every issue, but we 
close our eyes, turn on our sides and 
sleep again.”

in a recently-published article, said: 


“From my observations made in Chi- 
na and from information Chinese have 
sent me since, I am sure the Chinese 
will maintain a democratic republic and 


will so use public credit for transporta- 
tion and industrial development that they 
will not be for any long time borrowers 
of European and American money and 
credit. The present borrowing can be 
temporary only; and it is very smail 
when measured by the undertakings Chi- 
na must carry through... . 

“China’s policy today, as it has been 
for several thousand years, is slow but 
sure. In the past she has relied upon 
her great bulk for the integrity of her 
people and her territory; she can surely 
rely upon it in the future. Instead of 
Japan dominating China, China will dom- 


inate Japan.” 

From all of which we gather that, con- 
trary to working ourselves into a fever over 
a phantom from across the Atlantic sea, we 


might well turn our commercial gaze to 


ward the promising lands and their rejuve 
nated millions beyond the Pacific. 


A DEFENSE OF THE SOUTH. 


Apparently a favorite “indoor sport” of 
certain northern editors and writers is to 
pen and put into print vicious and un- 
called-for attacks upon the south and the 


southern people, and upon which to hang. 


such aspersive criticisms usually they find 
the crime of lynching as the most conven- 


ient instrument. 

Such an article, captioned “The Casuis 
try of Lynch Law,” appeared in The Nation 
not long since, and the reading of it so in- 
censed Professor R. P. Brooks, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, that he replied to it in 
vigorous, manly and convincing fashion. 
Professor Brooks’ refutation of the original 
libel was printed in the same publication, 
issue of October 5. 

“The southerner,’ says Professor Br6éoks, 
“ig tired of mere denunciation and abuse.” 
And that is true, especially so because such 
denunciation and abuse are not merited by 
the facts, as every well-informed, traveled 


northerner knows. 
Professor Brooks goes on to say: 


“Writers of the sort here under dis- 
cussion quite frequently appear to think 
that every negro charged with crime is 
lynched. The truth, of course, is far 
otherwise. Thousands of crimes are com- 
mitted every year by negroes against the 
life and property of the whites. In more 
than 99 per cent of the cases the law 
takes its regular course, ana the public 
at large hears nothing of the matter. The 
presence of thousands of negroes in the 
chaingangs and the frequent legal exe- 
cutions testify to the truth of this state- 
ment. At intervals gusts of popular pas- 
sion sweep over communities visited by 
crime, and a lynching occurs. The edu- 
cated south then bows her head in shame, 
and the press raises a chorus of protest.” 


“No excuse is attempted,” ne says, but 
he goes on to show that, as evidenced by our 
educational policy, the agitation for an anti- 
lynching law and of other progressive, 
reformatory measures, we are attempting to 
correct what of evil does obtain here; and 


then he continues: 


“Yet another explanation of southern 
resentment of criticism is to be found in 
this circumstance. The informed among 
us, while not disposed to make excuses 
for lynching or for any other of the ills 
from which we suffer, illiteracy, child la- 
bor, general backwardness in progressive 
legisiation, or what not, yet feel that the 
count is not entirely against the south. 
Crimes attendant upon commercialized 
vice, the crime of white slavery, crimes 
resulting from industrial disputes, crimes 
committed by organized gangs of thugs 
and assassins, such mala in se as the 
shameful exploitation of unskilled labor, 
sweatshop industry, the dominance of mu- 
nicipal government by the organized 
forces of evil—all the maladjustments, in 
short, characteristic of a highly devel- 
oped, densely settled. industrial society— 
are ills from which the south has largely 
escaped, sim because our section has 
not as yet developed conditions favora- 
ble to them, These cancerous running 
sores on the body politic, any one of 
which is as serious as the southern crime 
of lynching, sometimes seem to us of the 
south not to receive in responsible north- 
ern newspapers and periodicals anything 
like the emphasis that is given to our pe- 
culiar form of social malady; and we can- 
not help wondering if the northern $rec- 
ord on lynching would be any better than 
is ours were the conditions reversed. 
When I read the report of the Chicago 
vice commission one day and on the next 
intemperate attack on the gouth 
The Tribune; when I read William 
Dean Howell's description of slum life 
in New York, in ‘Experiences ang Im- 
pressions, and then such an article as 
Mr. Stewart's, | am accustomed to marvel 
at my kind. With what wonderful faci}- 
ity do men see the mote in their neigh- 
bors eye despite the hindrance of the 
beam in their own!’ :

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GEODETIC SURVEY 
LOCATES CORRECT 
ALTITUDES OF CITY 


Following a complete survey of Atlanta, G. 
D. Cowie, chief of a party of engineers of the 
United States coast and geodetic survey, 
which completed the work in this city and vi- 
cinity and moved on to its new base at Bir- 
mingham, Ala., has announced the elevations 
in this city as follows: 

At the terminal station, near the main en- 
trance, 1,059.882 feet; at north Newell post at 
the capitol, established by the United States 
geological survey, 1,049.793 feet: at the north- 
west corner of the Fulton county courthouse, 
1,024.695 feet; at the west entrance to the 
Chamber of Commerce building, 1,050.092 feet; 
at the south entrance of the Masonic temple, 
1,077.415 feet: at the south entrance of the 
city hall, 1,065.151 feet, and at the south cor- 
ner of the Georgia Tech library: building, 
979.505 feet. 

These elevations, when finally verified and 
checked with records made at Birmingham, 
will be mathematically correct to the slight- 
est fraction of an inch. The elevation found 
at the capitol differs from that found by the 
geological survey by almost two inches, but 
final checking may reduce that difference 
slightly, or possibly obliterate it entirely. 

The party was working in and near At- 
lanta about ten days, having worked its way 
here from the coast. This survey is being 
made incidentally with a complete survey of 
the United States, which, it is estimated, will 
not be completed inside of 30 years. 


Summer Home of Royal 
Family of Rumania May 
Fall Into Hands of Teutons 


If the Austro-German army operating 
against the Rumanian forces inthe vicinity of 
Kronstadt succeeds in forcing its way south- 
ward through the Tomos pass, the first im- 
portant objective of the invaders will be 
Sinaia, 12 miles Within Rumanian borders, 


and the summer home of the country’s royal 
family. The National Geographic society, in a 
war geography bulletin, describes this pictur- 
esque and historic village as follows: 

“With its gabled and sttep-roofed cottages 
perched upon numerous hillsides, and sur- 
rounded by the luxuriant foliage of many 
trees, the Rumanian summer resort, Sinaia, 
closely resembles a Swiss village. 

“Fame put her finger on Sinaia rifty years 
ago when the late King Charles (then Prince 
Charles) passed through the village on his 
way back to Bucharest after a visit to the 
baths of a Transylvania city. He was so fas- 
cinated by the charming location of the place 
that he stopped here for a short time in a 
restful old monastery on the north side of 
the valley of the Prahova river. This insti- 
tution had been founded in the seventeenth 
century by a Michael Cantacuzene and had 
been named for the celebrated monastery cf 
Mt. Sinai in Arabia. 

“So delighted was the prince with the 
surroundings and the reception accorded him 
that he returned the next year, and after 
his marrjage to EKlizabeth of Wied in 1869 he 
and his bride came to the monastery to es- 
cape the heat of Bucharest. Here, too, the 
voung couple brought their only child, the 
Princess Marie, each summer up to the time 
of her death from scarlet fever in 1874. 

Summer Palace of Seventy Rooms. 

“The erection of the summer palace of 70 
rooms, designed by the prince himself, was 
begun in 1874, but was not completed until 
nine years later, and all this-time the roval 
visitors each summer occupied white-washed 
rooms in the ancient cloister, practically the 
only modification made of their accommoda- 
tion being the construction of a wooden ve- 
randa connecting their apartments. Several 
of the walls of the monastery are today 
adorned with pictures painted by Princess 
Elizabeth (affectionately known to the world 
as Carmen Sylva), during their summer so- 
journs, 

“Deep in the woods of the palace grounds 
at Sinaia is the ‘Iforester’s Hut,’ a charm- 
ingly simple little cottage, in one of the 
second story rdoms of which Carmen Sylva 
did most of her literary work, far from the 
distraction of court life. Here she painted, 
composed songs and wrote verses and dramas, 
It is destined to become one of the hallowed 
shrines of Rumania for this queen gave her 
whole life to the service of her adopted 
subjects, and her writings not only served 
to entertain and instruct the Rumanians, but 
aided in an appreciation and understanding 
of the country by the outside world. 

“Overhanging Sinaia is the high peak 
known as L’Omu, which derives its name 
from a legend concerning the tallest of the 
three sandstone blocks to be seen on its 
summit. This rock vaguely resembles the 
form of a man (Omu) and is said to have 
been a shepherd who became lost on the 
mountain during a severe storm. In his rage 
at the elements and his own misfortune he 
uttered a blasphemous curse. Whereupon, 
as punishment for his impiety, he was turn- 
ed into a stone and set upon the mountain 
as a perpetual warning to mankind. 

Unique Tradition of Mountain. 

“Another unique tradition of the 
mountain is the peasant romance of a poor 
young shepherd who unhappily fell in love 
with the beautiful daughter of his master. 
The latter promised him to lend a_ sympa- 
thetic ear to his suit provided he would prove 
himself worthy by undergoing a severe test. 
The shepherd consented and he was forth- 
with told to spend an entire winter on the 
top of the mountain. Undaunted by the cru- 
elty of the command, the Shepherd went first 
to the monastery, where he prayed before the 
sacred ‘icons,’ and then, with a supply of 
maize and three cheeses in a bag, he climbed 
the rocky heights, accompanied by his dog 
who, as in all well-regulated legends, was a 
remarkably faithful animal. No sooner had 
he made a crude shelter of stones for himself 
and his dumb companion than the snow began 
to fall and he was completely isolated. His 
only danger, in addition to that of freezing 
to death, was from the bears, but soon. it 
hedame so cold that these beasts were forcea 
to seek a lower altitude. 

“At length the five months ‘were over ané@ 
the shepherd's brothers scaled the mountain 
in eager but fearful search of the long-ab- 
sent one. As they approached the summit 
the faithful dog rushed down to greet them, 
but the shepherd did not appear. Finally, 
they found him stiff and cold. He was rous- 
ed from his lethargy by their shouts and man- 
aged to struggle to his feet, but when he at- 
tempted to move toward his rescuers he dis- 
covered that his limbs were paralyzed, and he 
toppled from the crag, falling dead in the 
valley below. 

. “And if you are skeptical about the au- 
thenticity of this legend, one of the natives 
of Sinaia will lead you to the very spot where 
the vouth fell, and there the incredulous 
will have all doubts dissipated, for a cross 
marks the hallowed ground where a Ru- 
manian shepherd died for love!”

Federal Department of Agriculture 
Approves Georgia Highway Commission 


Following the receipt by the state highway 
commission yesterday of a telegram from 
Washington to the effect that the secretary of 
agriculture had given his official approval to 
the Georgia highway commission act so as 


to assure to the state her prorata share of 
the sums appropriated for five years under 


the federal road aid act, Judge T. E. Patter- 
son, chairman of the commission, announced 
that he would ask the convention of county 
commissioners and ordinaries which meets in 
Macon tomorrow to appoint a committee to 
meet with the highway department on the 
third Tuesday of this month in order to work 
out the details. of co-operative work and the 
‘basis of allowance for convict labor. 

The approval b¥ the federal government of 
the Georgia act leaves the adjustment of the 
allowance for convict labor as the second 
great problem to be worked out with the 
Washington authorities by the highway de- 
partment. In this connection, Judge Pat- 
terson said: . 

“There has been some misapprehension as 
to the effect that the allowance made for 
convicts will have upon the sums receivable 
by the state from the federal government. 
No matter what the government allows for 
convicts, the state will, receive $135,000 for 
the first year. The only effect that a low al- 
lowance for convicts would have would be 
in the grade of work done by the various 
counties qualifying under the act. The coun- 
ties will be entitled to government funds 
according to the amounts which they expend 
for road improvement and, if the allowance is 
low, it would only enable us to extend the 
work to more counties. That would affect 
the cost per mile of the roads improved and 
consequently the quality of the work, but 
would not affect the amount which the state 
as a whole would receive.” 

The question has been raised as to whether 


or not those counties, such as Fulton, which 
by act of the last general assembly will be 
deprived of the bulk of their convicts for 
road work and will have to employ free labor 
for road-building, would not be entitled to 
proportionately more than the counties using 
convict labor. However, as the intent of the 
federal act is to aid in the construction of 
new highways rather than the upkeep of 
those already constructed, the money will 
probably go to the country counties. 

The action of Secretary Houston was based 
upon an elaborate report on the Georgia law 
made to him by Francis C. Gaffey, solicitor 
and legal adviser to the department. After 
carefully going over the question of law in- 
volved he concludes: 

“It would seem that the Georgia highway 
act of 1916, taken in connection with the other 
statutes vesting in the counties power to 
construct and maintain roads, is sufficient to 
authorize the county authorities to designate 
the state highway department as their agent 
in dealing with the federal government under 
the road act. 

“When the highway department has been 
vested by the counties within which road con- 
struction is contemplated with the power to 
control and supervise the construction of such 
roads and act as agent of the counties in such 
matters, it will exercise substantially all the 
powers incident to a highway department. It 
is believed that this will fully comply with 
the terms of the proviso to section 3 of the 
federal road aid act. 

“In view of the somewhat peculiar condi- 
tions existing under the Georgia law, it is 
believed that the state has effectively assent- 
ed to the provisions of the act, and that, if 
Satisfactory assurances from each participat- 
ing county are filed with each project state- 
ment, co-operation may be engaged in under 
the terms of the federal road aid act.” 
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Scientists Report on Flore 
Of Lower California to 
Smithsonian Institution 


In a contribution recently issued by the 
United States National Herbarium, a branch 
of the National. museum, Mr. Edward A. 
Goldman, of the biological survey, department 
of agriculture, reports many interesting 
facts concerning the botanical features of 
Lower California, where it is said occurs 
one of the most wonderfully diversified floras 
to be found in the world. 

With Mr. E. W. Nelson, also of the sur- 
vey, Mr. Goldman traveled on mule-back 
down the peninsula of California by a zig- 
zag route which crossed and recrossed the 
peninsula eight times, and covered ‘a dis- 
tance of about 2,000 miles. Ten months were 
spent in this country, the trip being in gen- 
eral a biological reconnoissance. In the 
publication above referred to, however, only 
the botanical. work is mentioned. 

Doubtless owing to its isolation and the 
lack of knowledge concerning its flora, Low- 
er California was not included with. the 
botany of Mexico published some years ago, 
and the plants, as a whole, have not been 
tréated in any general flora of North Amer- 
ica. The region is still comparatively lit- 
tle known, and important. sections remain 
unexplored. 

‘ Two Divisions in Flora. 
The flora of the peninsula proves to be 
separable. into two main divisions: 
One identical with that of -southern Cali- 
fornia, which, entering from the north, oc- 
cupies ‘the northwest coast and the Sierra 
del Pinal and San Pedro Martir mountain re- 
gions, comprises species which disappear 
rapidly.to the southward; the other division. 
comprising a more austral or tropical flora 
derived from or related to that of the ad- 
jacent mainland coast of Mexico, occupies 
the entire southern part of the peninsula, 
except the summits of the high mountains, 
where recur some of the more northern spe- 
cies, and extends northward in 
strip east of the San Pedro Martir mountains. 

The region as a whole its of unusual inter- 
est. owing in part to its configuration and 
to the inclusion within its borders of these 
widely differing floral areas, which are sep- 
arated roughly at about latitude 28 degrees. 
The higher mountains cabout 9,000 to 10,000 
feet) are crowned by familiar appearing for- 
ests of oak and pine, but at lower levels, 
especially in the more arid desert sections, 
a number of species in adapting themselves 
to their environment have developed into 
monstrous forms which so prevail as to give 
the landscape a strange and grotesque aspect. 
Several remarkable genera. seem to be pecu- 
liar to the peninsula, and a number of new 
species besides other characteristic or inter- 
esting forms are described or figured in Mr. 
Golaman’s report, which is illustrated with 
33 plates and a map of the district covered 
by the expedition. 

Northern Part Mountainous,. 

The northern part-of this territory is most 
mountainous, but a lower range extends in 
a general way throughout che peninsula; the 
middle section is occupied by desert plains 
and mountains, and there is a touch of the 
tropics at the southern end. The large trees 
of Southern California, including pines oaks 
and sycamores, are seen in the extreme 
northern portion. The wood of the local 
jronwood, a tree of the desert, is very hard, 
and is said to make one of the hottest fires 
of any Known wood; the fire was so hot 
that on several occasions the bread of the 
explorers Was, burned in baking. 

One of the peculiar plants having an eco- 
nomic value is the orchilla, a lichen, which 
formerly was exported to England where it 
was used in making fast dyes in several 
colors before the cheaper aniline dyes came 
into general use. Now, however, with the 
increased demand for vegetable dyes, its 
popularity, may return. Two other plants 
of economic value are the trees known as 
the copal and torote, which are used in 
dyeing and tanning. In Mexico the copal 
is used also as an incense. The bark of 
the palo blanco, white tree, is also used for 
quantities being shipped

abroad. 
The cirios or bee-trees, are among the 


most peculiar on the peninsula; their tall, 
nearly bare trunks, reach aloft to about 18 
and present the appearance of giant 
inverted carrots with the little roots ex- 
tending into the air. Some of these trees 
pecome top-heavy and, bending over, assume 
fantastic shapes. Many of the larger ones 
are hollow, and are inhabited by swarms of 


meters, 


wild bees. 
Of course, cactuses grow plentifully in 


the desert regions; they vary from small, 
sjender species to giant forms with large 
trunks and limbs. One cactus is reported to 
resemble a huge eaterpillar, and strangely 
enough, it actually moves over the desert, 
very slowly to be sure, but nevertheless it 
moves, the older parts dying as the new 
stems reach out and take root. 
Curious Plant Monstrosity. 

Another curious plant monstrosity with 
which the deserts of the central portion, of 
the peninsula are thickly strewn is the co- 
palquin. It has a short and very crooked 
trunk from which many “fat” tapering 
branches emerge in such twisting convolu- 
tions as to suggest the idea that the un- 


fortunate tree is in great pain, or remind the 
visitor of the Laocoon statue with its ever- 
resent snakes.

Education of F uture Citizens 


The bureau of naturalization of the . = 
department of labor is sending out calis for 
mass meetings to be held throughout the 
country in every city and town whose popu- 
lation includes the foreign born. The time 
for each mass meeting is to be determined 
locally by the proper authorities when ar- 
rangements are completed. ) 

The bureau of naturalization of the United 
States department of labor has during the 
Past two and one-half years proposed four 
events great in administrative governmental 
activities: 

The first was the securing of the co-opera- 
tion of the public schools of the United States 
With that bureau in citizenship prepared- 
ness. 

The second, the proposal to the city. of 

Philadelphia to hold the citizenship reception 
at which the president spoke, on May 10 
1916. 
The third, the holding of a citizenship 
convention in Washington composed of dele- 
Sates from the public schools working in co- 
Operation with that bureau for the elevation 
of the Standard of American citizenship. 

[he fourth proposal from this progressive 
Bovernmental bureau is to call a mass meet- 
ing of citizens and prospective citizens, in- 
Cluding the actual candidates for citizenship 
and the non-candidates from the foreign-born 
residents of each community in the United 
states. These mass meetings are, primarily, 
for the purpose of getting the candidates 
for citizenship into the night schoo] classes 
maintained by the public schools, in co- 
operation with the bureau of naturalization, 
for their benefit. 


Public Schools Provide Facilities. 


Working in close co-operation with the 


bureau of naturalization of the U. S. depart- 


ment of labor, the public school] authorities 
of the United States have provided the means 
Whereby the adult. alien population. may 
learn to speak, read and write the English 
language and obtain a knowledge of Ameri- 
can institutions and government. The re- 
sults thus far have been most far-reaching 
in their influence upon the publie mind The 
necessity for these citizenship classes has 
been seen in every city with a foreign com- 
munity and demonstrated by their orgzaniza- 
tion in every state of the union. The adqd- 
vantage to the community is realized but 
the alien friend does not understand what 
they mean to him. 

It is to bring the benefits clearly to their 
minds that these mass meetings have been 
called by the naturalization bureau. It is es- 
sential that the attendance upon these night 
classes be materially increased in all sec- 
tions of the country. This, it is confidently 
believed, can be accomplished through a mass 
meeting for adult foreigners to be held in 
every city in conjunction with the city au- 
thorities and public-spirited citizens general. 
lv, at which time the benefits to be derived 
through a course of study at the night schools 
may be clearly and forcibly placed before 
the foreign born. : 

Moreover, these mass meetings have for 
their objective the elevation of the Standard 
of American citizenship in the eyes of the 
public representing the resident alien body 
citizens by birth, the school authorities and 
the judiciarv. The courts of the United 
States stand ready to recognize any elevation 
of the standard of qualifications for admis- 
sion tO citizenship when those qualifications 
have been demonstrated as possible of at- 
tainment by the public schools locally. 


Asks Aid of Civic Societies, 


To insure the success of this nation-wide 
movement for the betterment of civie condj- 
tions, the bureau of naturalization has asked 
the co-operation of the various commercial 
labor, patriotic and other organizations, to- 
gether with. the superintendents of schools 
civil authorities, clerks of naturalization 
courts and officials of the local foreign or 
racial associations. The federal authorities 
of the department of labor helieve that the 
time is ripe to strike an effective blow at 
illiteracy and incompetency by stimulatir 
the interest of employers and emplovees for.

Paris, November 7.—The French 
took German positions on a front of 
four kilometers (two and one-half 
miles) extending from Chaulnes wood 
to southeast of Ablaincourt refinery, 
says the official communication issued 
by the war office tonight. The villages 
of <Ablaincourt and Pressoire and 
Ablaincourt cemetery were captured. 
More than 500 prisoners were taken. 

Last night was barren of important 
happenings along the French front, the 
war office announced today. Only in- 
termittent cannonading on portions of 
the Somme front and on the right bank 
of the Meuse in the Verdun sector was 
reported. 

German airmen dropped incendiary 
bombs on Nancy yesterday, but did no 
damage, according to the official state- 
ment. There were no casualties. 

Today’s statement recapitulates the 
prisoners taken by Franco-British 
troops in the course of the fighting 
on the Somme front since July 1, giv- 
ing their number up to November 1 as 
71,5382 men and 1,449 officers, while 
the number of guns captured is given 
as 173 field guns, 130 heavy guns, 215 
trench mortars and 981 machine guns. 

Of this total the French captured 
40,796 men, 809 officers, 77 field guns, 
101 heavy trench mortars 
and 535 machine guns.

AQ LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN STREET CAR 
GOES THRO’ DRAW 


Accident Occurred Near 
South Station Terminal in 
Boston — Bodies Pinned 
Under Car. 


Boston, November 7.—The lives of 


from thirty to forty persons were lost 
tonight when a crowded passenger car 


of the Boston Elevated Street railway 
plunged through an cpen drawbridge 
into Fort Point channel, just outside 
the South station terminal. 

Twelve persons were rescued from 
the water by fire boats and tugs. One 
man Thomas J. Gannon, died after be- 
ing brought to shore. Two bodies 
were found with grappling irons, but 
the recovery of other bodies was de- 
layed, as it wag belicved they were 
pinned in the car which rested on the 
bottom of the channel, 35 feet deep. 

No Lights Alleged. 

Gerald Walsh, motorman of the car, 
who jumped before it went over the 
edge of the draw, asserted that the ac- 
cident was due to the fact that there 
was no light on the gates protecting 
the opening. He aid George McKeon, 
the conductor, who also leaped and so 
saved his life, were arrested on tech- 
nical charges of manslaughter. The 
conductor was insensible and the police 
were unable to learn exactly the num- 
ber of his passenge’s. 

Some of the rescued people estimated 
the number of passengers at upward of 
fifty. J. Harvey White, publicity agent 
of the Boston Elevated railroad, in a 
statement issued soon after the acci- 
dent, said nis information agreed with 
that of the police, that about forty 
persons were unaccounted for. 

Most of the passengers were em- 
ployees of the Western Electric com- 
pany’s factory in South Boston and 
were returning to their homes from 
work. Many womer and children were 
included in the nur. ber. The car was 
of the closed type with a narrow door 
at ecch end so that escape was impos- 
sible except for those who happened to 
be standing on the platform. 

Declares There Was Light. 

The first assistant draw tender, Tim- 
othy J. Shea, who was In charge of the 
bridge, disputed the statement of the 
motorman that there was no light at 
the draw. Shea sald the usual red sig- 
nal lights were on the gates. He was 
not sure, he said, whether the arc lamp 
on the bridge was lighted. 

The-draw tender said that he received 
a signal about 5:25 p. m. from the tow- 
boat William G. Williams, which was 
going uf stream with a lighter in tow. 

‘“T was in the controlling house,” said 
Shea; “and I took ali the usual precau- 
tions. There were red lights on the 
gate. I opened the draw and the tug- 
boat started to come through. Sudden- 
ly my attention wag attracted by a 
crash and screams.

Ol’ Louie (Gopher) Gregg sat up in 
the stereopticon room across from Five 
Points last night where The Consti- 
tution’s staff of telegraph operators,

Gopher Some Orator. 

“Wait a minute, sir, an’ [ll show 
you, sir,’ said the gopher as he climf- 
ed upon a lantern slide, got into the 
stereopticon and waddled out on the 
beam of light from the lens of the 
thing to the great screen that hung 
above Tom Pitt's soda water emporium, 
He assumed an oratorical attitude, 
called for attention, and spake unto 
the multitude in somewhat this fash- 
ion: 

‘Ladies, Gentlemen, Politicians, etc.: 
It gives me spasms of pleasure to ad- 
dress the most gigantic concourse of 
humanity which ever gathered in these 
parts since the Hog and Hominy car- 
nival. 

“Tl don’t give a south Georgia hang 
for politics, as I have never been 
known to have any of the band-wagon 
stuff in my habits! I don’t care what 
happens, just so long as the country 
doesn’t go entirely dry. 

“I have no interests in some of those 
statistical things which will appear 
from time to time upon this overgrown 
bed-sheet. All my concern rests with 
your good humor, and with that in 
view I shall, from time to time, make 
comment upon the hirsuit_ alfalfa 
adorning the jaw of the judicial Mr. 
Hughes, and likewise upon Mr. Wil- 
son’s school-girlish penchant for writ- 
ing notes. 

“T shall refer to the prilliant molar 
display of that hard guy of American 
politics, Mr. T. R. (I) Roosevelt, and 
despite my wish to avoid irreverence, 
1 shall also mention in a jocular vein 
Mr. W. Jennings Bryan, of wnom you 
have perhaps heard before now.

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THREE ARE INJURED 
IN DYNAMITED GAR 


Two Young Women Are 
Cut by Flying Glass, and 
Man Receives Broken Leg 
by Explosion on Boulevard. 


Two women and oné man were pain- 
fully injured when a Forrest avenue- 
St. Charles avenue street car was dyna- 
mited on North Boulevard just south 
of Ponce de Leon avenue, last night, 
at 9:45 o’clock, 

The car was practically demolished. 
The explosion was the most terrific 
of the recent dynamiting cases. A 
number of passengers were on thé car, 
but all escaped injury, except three. 

The injured are: 

George L. Porter, of 667 North Boule- 
vard, leg broken at ankle, and sent 
to a private hospital. 

Miss Rosa Belsham, of 749, North 
Boulevard, cut by broken glass around 
head and face, and her sister, Miss 
Eva Belsham, same address, foot badly 
bruised and stunned, 

Porter Sent to Hospital. 

Misses Belsham were carried to their 
home nearby, and given medical atten- 
tion by Dr. Paul Jones, while Mr. Por- 
ter, suffering intensely from the pain, 
was rushed in a Grady hospital ambu- 
lance to a private hospital. 

Several residents of this section of 
North Boulevard told Detective Ser- 
geant Waggoner that they had seen 
two men running down the Boulevard 
towards Ponee de Leon avenue just 
prior to the explosion. Mrs. Massaud, 
of the Ponce de Leon avenue drug 
store, stated that she had seen the two 
men stop at the corner of Ponce de 
Leon avenue and Boulevard and look 
back to see the Forrest avenue car 
run over the dynamite, and that they 
had laughed when the explosion took 
place, and then disappeared down 
Ponce de Leon avenue. 

Misses Belsham are the daughters of 
Rev. R. A. Belsham, pastor of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance, 79 
Capitol avenue. They were sitting on 
a seat directly over the wheel that 
struck the dynamite and were tossed 
completely out of their seat. 

Car Badly Damaged. 

The car wheel was broken into small 
pieces, the floor of the car Knocked 
out and body of the car knocked off its 
trucks, and practically all glass win- 
dows broken out. The car ran down 
the hill towards Ponce de Léon avenue 
with its front end dragging on the car 
tracks. Motorman W. J. Pitts man- 
aged. to stop the car before it reached 
the crossing at Ponce de Leon avenue. 
Neither he or Conductor H. G. Tyson 
were injured. 

So badly damaged was the car that 
it was impossible to move it by its 
own power. Trouble wagons’ were 
sent to the scene of the dynamiting 
and it was some hours before cars 
were running to the end of the Forrest 
avenue line. 

J. J. Whittimore, who lives on .An- 
gzier avenue, was on the car. He stated 
that this is the third car he has been 
on that has been dynamited since the 
car strike began. 

Preston Arkwright president, and 
other officials of the street railway 
company visited the scene of the dyna- 
miting shortly afterwards. 

At 11:45 o’clock. Motorman Penning- 
ton, on the South Decatur car line, as 
he was coming back to town, saw a 
pile of sand and.a piece of pasteboard 
on the track. He immediately stopped 
his car and found three sticks of dyna- 
mite and three caps on the rail.

| Hines include single regulation of rates 
‘and wages by a federal commission, and 
legislation by which the power to issue 
stocks and bonds will be derived from 
‘the nation and the method of their is- 
‘gue will be supervised by the federal 
government. As matters now stand, 
prospective purchasers of railroad se- 
curities have no assurance that their 
‘value may not be seriously affected or 
wiped out by the action of state legis- 
‘latures or commissioners. Just previous 
to the stimulus of the war railroad 
finances were at a low ebb. In 19105 
there was less new railroad construc- 
tion than in any year since the war be- 
tween the states. The total of new 
railroad securities listed on the New 
York stock exchange that vear was 
$693,000,000. Only $91,000,000 of this 
was for’new work, the balance being 
for the refunding of old securities. Out 
of this small sum for new construction 
less than $15,000,000 was gsgecured 
Ppthrough the issuance of railroad stock, 
the balance being in bonds or notes. 
This low-wuter mark of = railroad 
finances, in which the purchasers of 
railroad securities preferred to be cred- 
itors of the railroads instead of part- 
ners, has been temporarily remedied by 
the prosperity tnat has come through 
abnormal war trade. When the war 
prosperity has passed there is danger of 
a sudden collapse of the railroads to 
the conditions of 1915. Chairman Frank 
Trumbull, of the C.& O. railroad, points 
out that nowhere else in the world do 
railroads have the handicap of so many 
conflicting masters, because of which 
“millions upon millions of dollars which 
ought to be saved for somebody ars 
going over the dam every year.’ Who- 
ever is @lected president something 
should be done to assure federal con- 
trol of railroads.

A French specialist, Dr. Jules Glover, 
has devised a method of picking up 
the vibrations of the voice in the bones 
and tissues of the body. He employs 
a galvanometer—in other words, a sen- 
sitive current measuring device—in the 
circuit, with which is a microphone or

The 
current is so changed because the vi- 
brations affect the microphone in the 
circuit from moment to moment. By 
including telephone receivers in the 
circuit the secondary of the coil, 
and fastening them to his ears, Dr.

What Rumania had to gain by the 
defeat of the central powers has al- 
ways been patent. Across her frontiers 
in Transylvania, Bukowina, and the 
Banat are 3,500,000 people of Rumanian 
race and tongue, living under condi- 
tions recalling the plight cf Italians 
subject to Austrian rule in the valley 
of the Po \before the liberation of Italy.

‘The dream, the hope, the purpose of all 


Rumanian patriots has ever been to 
contribute to the reintegration of the 
Rumanian race. To the hour of na- 
tional and racial deliverance KRuma- 
nians have looked forward for all the 
years since Rumania gained her free- 
dom. 

But such a_ unification could _ be 
achieved only after the downfall of 
Austria-Hungary. Over forty years 
there has been no promise of such a 
downfall and Rumania has marched 
with the central powers, as did her 
Latin sister, Italy. With a Hohenzol- 
lern sovereig an aristocracy 
ated by Teutonic influence, Rumania 
has been an ally of the German em- 
perors. The Russian course in taking 
Rumania KBessara@bia after Plevna gave 
German diplomatists a handle in Buch- 
arest, aS French invasion of Tunis gave 
them a handle with Italy. 

Yet it was always inevitable im the 
ease of Rumania, as of Italy, that the 
desire for national unity would some 
day override all arbitrary and epheme- 
ral political alignments. Transylvania 
for the Rumanians, Trieste and the 
Trentino for the Italians, were reasons 
why these nations could not forever 
remain in the orbit of the central pow- 
ers and must become their enemies 
whenever the Moment for the realiza- 
tion of national hopes arrived. 

Had allied diplomacy been a little 
less stupid,. Rumania might have en- 
listed when the Russian troops were at 
the Carpathians in the spring of 1915, 
at the precise moment when Italy mada 
her decision. But that moment was lost 
and the subsequent defeats of Russia 
abolished all chance for many months. 

Yet when Russia did return to the 
offensive, when a second Austrian col- 
lapse followed, when Bulgarian con- 
quests in the Balkans raised. a new 
peril to Rumania, nothing could be 
more certain than that Rumania would 
make the decision.

RAL BOARD IS SHOWA 
SOUTHERN ROAD'S VALUE 


Witnesses From Engineering 
and Accounting Depart- 
ments Take Stand. 


At Tuesday’s session of the hearing 
before the state railroad commission 
upon the petition of the carriers of 
Georgia for a general revision of intra- 
state freight rates the testimony was 
given by witnesses from the engineer- 
ing and accounting departments of the 
railroads, the stand being occupied for 
most of the day by J. B. Duke, assist- 
ant to the comptroller of the Southern 
railway. 

Mr. Duke declared thak the Southern 
railway has been able to earn a return 
of less than one per cent upon the value 
of its property in Georgia through its 
intrastate traffic in this state. 

Mr. Duke explained that the carriers 
in Georgia through the month of May 
of this year had men ride the freight 


trains to ascertain the cost of handling 
intrastate freight traffic handled on 
the «rains in Georgia, an investigation 
which has never before been made in 
this state. 

Revenue Earned in Georgia. 


He filed exhibits to show the re- 
sults of these investigations, and ex- 
hibits showing the amount of revenue 
earned on all! the intrastate freight 
traffic in the state of Georgia. The 
total revenue to the Southern railway 
within the state of Georgia on intra- 
State traffic was shown to be $100,- 
317.25 for the month of May, and, after 
deducting the expenses and costs of 
operating, Mr. Duke showed that, upon 
the value of the Southern railway prop- 
erty in Georgia used in intrastate traf- 
fic, this produced an annual return of 
less than 1 per cent on «he value of 
this property used in Georgia. 

The total value of all the property 
of the Southern in the state was shown 
to be $56,500,977.65, and the propor- 
tion of that value used in intrastate 
freight business was $7,088,903.79. It 
is upon &his value that the return of 
less than 1 per cent was shown. 

Mr. Duke showed that the interstate 
business affords the shippers of Geor- 
gia the use of the Southern railway for 
intrastate business at an allotted cost 
of $7,790 per mile to intrastate busi- 
ness, while the remainder of its value 
amounts to approximately $54,000 per 
mile. 

Not Making Great Returns, 

Duke stated that, as a whole, 
railway is not making 
great returns. He stated that while 
1916 produced the largest total rev- 
enue received during any year by the 
Southern, it produced a total net 
come per mile of only $2,555, which 
was only about $400 per mile more 
than the average from 1910 to 1912, in- 
store the loss from the average in 
1915, although in the meantime the 
Southern railway has invested $15,- 
704,000 in its property to produce these 
returns. 

The total value of the entire inter- 
state system of the Southern railway 
was shown to be in excess of $404,- 
000,000. 

J. E. Willoughby, chief engineer of 
the Atlantic Coast Line, showed the 
value of the Coast Line’s property in 
Georgia, exclusive of going values, to 
be $22,351,407. Chairman C. M. Can- 
dler, of the commission, paid Mr. Wil- 
loughby a personal tribute for the

SHIP SENT 10 BOTTOM 
FLYING AMERICAN FLAG 


, Steamer Lanao Carried Stars 


and Stripes When Attacked 
by German U-Boat. 


Cardiff, November 7.—The steamship 
Lanao, sunk by a submarine October 
28 off Cape Vincent, was under Phil- 
ippine registry anq was flying the 
American flag, according to Captain 
Henry Mainland, the only American on 
board. The other officers and crew of 
the Lanao were landed here by the 
Norwegian steamer Tromp. 

Captain Mainland says the submarine 
stopped the ship by. firing across her 
bow. 
two more shots were fired, the captain 
says, but none took effect. The ship’s 
papers were sent to the submarine 
whose commander said that because 
the Lanao was carrying contraband he 
was compelled to sink her. The Ger- 
mans transferred the crew to the 
Tromp half an hour after the ship was 
destroyed, 

Captain Mainland, of the Lanao, said 
today that he knew nothing of the re- 
ported sale of the Lanoa to a Norwe- 
gian firm. He was acting on the as- 
sumption that the Lanao was still of 
Philippine registry and entitled to fly 
the American flag. 

Captain Mainland said it hag been a 
moot question for a long time whether 
vessels under Philippine registry were 
entitled to fly the American flag, add- 
ing: 

“Many owners of such vessels have 
been fined by the United States govern- 
ment for flying the American flag, but 
a recent decision give them the right 
to do so.” 

The captain saved the ship’s papers, 
which he has brought to Cardiff, show- 
ing that the Lanao was registered at 
Manila and thus entitled to fly the 
American colors. 

Captain Mainland sald he did not pro- 
test to the submarine commander 
against the sinking of the Lanao on 
account of her registry. Neither did he 
lodge a protest with American Consul 
Lathrop here. The consul sent a brief 
cable message to the state department 
in Washington giving the facts re- 
garding the sinking of the Lanao, and 
is forwarding by: mail the statements 
of her captain and chief officer. 

No Transfer Registered. 

London, November 7.—No transfer of 
the steamship Lanao, sunk by a subma- 
rine on October 28, has. been registered 
at the American consulate here, it was 
said at the consulate today in reference 
to the advices from the United States 
reporting the transfer of the vessel 
from American to foreign ownership. 

Lorin A. Lathrop, American .consul 
at Cardiff, has telegraphed to the con- 
sulate here that the Lanao when sunk 
was still under Philippine registry and 
flying the American flag. Her trans- 
fer to the Norwegian flag was to have 
been made on her arrival in England. 

Germany Expectd to Pay. 

Washington, November 7.—Prece- 
dents established in the case of the 
American ship Frye, wheat laden and 
bound for England, sunk in mid-Atlan- 
tic by a German auxiliary cruiser, 
Prinz Eitel Frederick, in 1915, are ex- 
pected to lead the German government 
voluntarily to offer to pay for the 
steamer Lanao, sunk by a German sub- 
marine off the coast of Portugal Octo- 
ber 28, if it is established that the ves- 
sel was salling legally under the Amer- 
ican flag and 
The state department is making ev- 
ery effort to develop the facts. and it 
appears certain that due warning was 
given and proper care taken to sgafe- 
guard the lives of all on board. The 
question to be cleared up is whether 
the Lanao was an American ship. It 
is known that negotiations for her sale 
by the American owners to a Norwe- 
gzian ship owner had been initiated be- 
fore the vessel started on the voyage.

IN OUEL TO THE DEATH 


Austrian Submarine and Ital- 
ian Warship Destroy 
Each Other. 


Rome, November 7.—(Via Paris.)— 
An Austrian submarine and an Italian 
destroyer were sunk in a duel on the 
night of Otcober 16, according to an 
official statement issued by the ad- 
miralty today. The submarine had at- 
tacked a transport, which escaped. 

The statement follows: 

“An Austrian submarine attempted 
on the night of October 16-17 to torpe- 
do one of our transports conveying 
troops, but was discovered and attack- 
ed by a convoying destroyer. The sub- 
mersible and the destroyer sank while 
the transport reached its destination. 
safely. The majority of the crew of 
the destroyer were saved and two offi- 
cers and eleven men of the crew of the 
submarine were made prisoner. 

“On the night of November 1 our de- 
stroyer, after crossing boldly and suc- 
cessfully a mine zone and surmounting 
by their daring solid obstacles defend- 
ing the Fasana Pola canal, managed 
to enter the customary anchorage of 
part of the Austrian fleet. Two. tor- 
pedoes were fired against one gt 
ship and were observed to catch in the 
vessel's torpedo net. 

“For two hours our destroyer recon- 
noitered within a few hundred yards 
of the forts and strong citadel of Pola 
and only withdrew when they had ac- 
complished different and most delicate 
missions. Numerous powerful search- 
lights beat the sky and sea and bat- 
teries opened random and futile fire. 

“On the night of November 3 several 
of our destroyers sank a large Aus- 
trian steamer anchored at Durazzo un- 
der the shelter of defenses and a mine 
zone. “Enemy destroyers came out and 
were attacked by our ships which 
forced their retreat. Our destroyers 
then returned safely to their base. On 
November 5, three enemy destroyers 
appeared at dawn before Santa Pidiol- 
mare and began to bombard that part 
of the coast, although no military 
works are there. One of our armored 
trains rushed up, engaged and drove 
off the enemy. Two destroyers were 
hit, one was seen with a heavy list be- 
ing assisted by others. The enemy 
fire was ineffective, one railroad man

Follow- 
ing a conference with the attorney- 
general and the superintendent of pris- 
ons, the warden returned to Atlanta to 
suspend his deputy. 

Reports were current last night that 
the suspension might be due to the 
escape of Robert Fay, the German spy 
who recently made his escape and has 
never been recaptured. A _ political 
turn was aiso given to the suspension 
by many persons acquainted with na- 
tional affairs. 

Mr, Arnold was appointed during the 
regime of Warden Moyer a few years 
ago. He has been noted for executive 
efficiency, and was pronounced by 
Moyer at the time of the latter’s serv- 
ice to have been the most competent 
man Moyer had ever Known in the po- 
sition.

LAST MESSAGES. 


Epigrams and Advice From 
Deathbed of Great Men. 


(From The Chicago Tribune,) 

We listen with bated breath to the 
last words of dying people. Why. we 
do it is difficult to explain. Can we 
expect a revelation of truth from a 
brain disorganized by illness’ and 
agony? The dying man still belongs 
to this earth, he is still fettered by 
bonds of flesh, still weighted down by 
the burden of the body. If we were 
being guided by an inexorable logic 
we ‘should declare that: these last ut- 
terances are without any value, 

There is a popular theory that in 
his last moment the moribund sees his 
whole lite spread out before him like 
a panorama. So we hope against thé 
objections of reason that our. dying 
relative or friend may let us share 
this moment of enlightenment and give 
us the meaning of life in an epigram. 

Christ in his last words gave a 
quintessence of his personality. 
Pericles encompassed the meaning and 
value of life in one sentence: “On ‘ac- 
count of me never an Athenian had to 
put on mourning.’ In myth and legend 
great men die according to their lives 
and characters. This view is adopted 
by the poet, and sometimes he puts into 
the mouth of the dying hero the very 
words of the accepted tradition: “Et 
tu, Brute, then fall, Caesar!” 

Hamlet’s “the rest is silence’’—abys- 
mal, infinite—is one of. those words 
which belongs to Shakespeare only. 

Some great men die silent, like Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, who was shot in a 
battle. They were too busy to think 
of anything but power, ambitfon and 
the necessity ot the day, and so they 
went away without a word. 

Napoleon had at first a solemn leave- 
taking, during which he talked like an 
actor: “I have done justice to all fun- 
damental truth. . . . Be faithful to the 
glory we obtained!” Then he became 
feverish and he called up the generals, 
the old ones, not those of the later 
epoch: ‘“‘Desaix, Massena, ah! the 
moment is decisive . . hurry up, push 
on, attack ... France in arms . 
ae eee Beae of the army... ."° Re 
poet could have done better. 

Frederick the Great was working to 
the last minute. His last words, spoken 
in French, were: ‘La montagne est 
pass . nous irons mieux.” (We have 
reached the top of the mountain, now it 
will go better. 

William I., one day before his death, 
when he gave his last signature, said: 
“LT have no time to be tired,” and these 
simple words are confirmed by the life 
that preceded them. 

The other pole is marked by Nero’s 
“Qualis artifix pereo!’’ (What an artist 
dies in-me!) 

Louis XVI., on the scaffold, exclaim- 
ed, “Je meurs innocent!” (I die inno- 
cent), and then a roll of drums which 
drowned his words. 

Mazarin, with a last glance at his 
gallery of pictures, sighed: ‘“Faut-il 
done quitter tout cela?’ (Must I really 
leave all this?) A characteristic Italian 
expression. ' 

St. Simon said on his deathbed to his 
disciple, Rodriguez: “Do not forget 
that to perform great deeds one must 
be enthusiastic! My whole life sums 
up in this one idea—to secure for all 
human beings the most unrestricted 
development of their faculties.” 

When Gustavus III. of Sweden was 
shot by Count Anckarstrom he took 
the hand of the famous tenor who was 
with him and said: “Claussen, I shall 
never hear you again!”’ 

Cardinal Newman did not want any 
visitors. Two hours before his death 
he dismissed the attendant, saying: “I 
can meet my end alone.” This is what 
I call the grand manner and everything 
else fades beside this attitude. It is 
superhuman, this stern compogure.

Bursting Shrapnel Nearby 
Tha tCouldn’t Be Heard. 


(From The World’s Work.) 

Sergeant James McConnell, of the 
American Escadrille that is fighting 
for France, describes some of the ex- 
periences of flying in the clouds: 

“We were over Belfort and headed 
for the trench lines. The cloud banks 
dropped behind, and below us we saw 
the smiling plain of Alsace stretching 
eastward to the Rhine. It was dis- 
tinctly pleasurable, flying over this 
conquered land. Following the course 
of the canal that runs to the Rhine 
I sighted, from a height of 13,000 feet 
over Dannemarie, a series 0i brown, 
woodwormlike tracings on the ground 
—the trenches! 

“My attention was drawn elsewhere 
almost immediately, however. Two 
balls ‘e black smoke had suddenly ap- 
peare close to one of the machines 
ahead of me, and with the same dis- 
concerting abruptness similar balls be- 
gan to dot the sky above, below and 
on all sides of us. We were being 
shot at with shrapnel. It was inter- 
esting to watch the fla'sh of the burst- 
ing shells, and the attendant smoke 
puff—black, white, or yellow, depend- 
ing on the kind of shrapnel used. The 
roar of the engine drowned the noise 
of the explosions. Strangely enough, 
my feeling about it were wholly imper- 
sona!l.”’ >
